SUPERINTENDENT'S 
APPEAL DISMISSED, 
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‘se vw Y i 
DEIENTION” REALLY 
ARREST ? 
— oo 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 
MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

Reserved judgment was delivered in two 
appeals from the Listowel (Co. Kerry) Cir- 
curt Court in the cases of John Dunne against 
Patrick Clinton and of William Dunne against 
Patrick Clinton. Patrick Clinton, the Chief 
Superintendent of the Civic Guards at Tralee, 
appealed from an order of Circuit Court 
Judge McElhgott, who, at the Listowel Cir- 
cuit Court, awarded John Dunne, an 
electrician, of Ennismore, Co. Kerry, £2 2s. 
as damages, with costs against him, for 
alleged false imprisonment and trespass; 
while William Dunne, solicitor’s clerk, and a 
brother of John Dunne, appealed from a de- 
cision of the same Circuit Court Judge in 
dismissing a similar action brought by him 
against the same defendant. 

The admitted facts of the case as stated 
in the Cireuit Court were that John Dunne 
and William Dunne were told that they were 
required at the Listowel Civic Guard 
Barracks, ‘where they were questioned in con- 
nection with a sum of money which was 
missing from the office of the Listowel 
Electrical and Power Company, where John 
Dunne was employed. It was alleged that 
they had been kept in the barracks for forty- 
eight hours without any charge having been 
made against them and without being 
brought before a Peace Commissioner, When 
taken before a District Justice eventually, 
both men were discharged. 

John Dunne was a cashier in the power- 
house of the Listowel Electrical and Power 
Company, and money was reported to have 
been missing from the premises of that com- 
pany. Investigations by the Civic Guards 
ensued, and John Dunne was invited by them 
to the barracks. A similar invitation was ex- 
tended to William Dunne, his brother, Both 
complied, and were questioned for some time 
by members of the Guards. Mr. Clinton 
was in the barracks, where the two young 


hours before being brought before a Peace 
Commissioner, who allowed them out on bail 
until they appeared before a District Justice, 
when they were discharged. 

The Dunnes then instituted an action 
against Mr. Clinton for false imprisonment 
and trespass. Judge McElligott awarded John 
Dunne £2 2s. damages against Mr, Clinton, 
who appealed from that decision, and. he 
dismissed the case brought by William 
Dunne, who also entered an appeal. 

Mr. Lynch, K.C., and Mr. T. O'Donnell 
(instructed by Mr. T. J. Liston) appeared 
for Superintendent Clinton; and Mr. Joseph 
A. McCarthy (instructed by Mr. H. J. 
Marshall) for John Dunne and William 
Dunne. 

“ DETAINED.” 


Mr. Justice Sullivan, in his judgment, dis-

reversed the order of Judge McElligott, in 
dismissing the action by William Dunne, to 
whom he awarded £2 Zs., with costs, in his 
claim for damages for false imprisonment, _ 

He remarked that the action of the Civic 
Guards in detaining the brothers Dunne with- 
bringing them before a Peace Com- 


| missioner amounted to a total restraint of 


the liberty of the subject, They should have 
brought those men before a Peace Commis- 
sioner as soon as they could, and, as Mr. 
Clinton had not done so, he was liable to 
them for damages. In the circumstances the 
arrest and detention until the men could be 
brought before a Peace Commissioner was 
lawful, but that step was not taken, and it 
was for that reason that he dismissed the 
appeal of the Chief Superintendent and 


ireversed the order of the Circuit Judge in 


the case of William Dunne. 

Mr. Justice Hanna, concurring, said that 
the case involved an important question as to 
the powers of the Garda Siochana to detain 
persons reasonably suspected of having com- 
mitted a felony. It was satisfactory to the 
Court to be able to decide it in a case in 
which it was admitted that in every way the 
Guards acted with propriety and considera- 
tion towards the plaintiffs, The practice that 
was followed by the Guards was stated to be 
a usual practice, and the Court was asked to 
determine on this appeal to what extent it 
could be supported in law. 

Having referred to the circumstances in 
which the brothers Dunne went volun- 
tarily to the barracks at Listowel, 
where they were questioned and detained, 
his lordship stated that the defendant, 
as chief officer in charge, took full responsi- 
bility for that action. A sergeant came into 
the room where they were with a man named 
Haig, and said, “ You are detained.’’ 


NOT DIFFERENT FROM ARREST. 

The men were wot charged with any 
offence; nor were the usual formalities of 
arrest gone through. They were detained 
in the barracks until Wednesday night from 
Tuesday morning. On Wednesday night, in 
consequence of a letter of complaint from 
their solicitor, they were brought before a 
Peace Commissioner, who remanded them 
on bail to the next District Court, where 
informations were refused. 

Several Peace Commissioners were Available 
in Listowel at any time when the two men 
were in the barracks, and it was contended 
on the part of the defendant that, as a 
police officer, he was entitled to detain the 
plaintiffs for a reasonable time, during which 
he might have an opportunity of making 
inquiries and investigating their connections 
with the crime, and that such detention did 
not amount to arrest or imprisonment and 
was lawful. For the plaintiffs it was con- 
tended that, if there were reasonable grounds 
for suspecting them of the felony, it was the 
duty of the defendant to take them before 
a P -ce Commissioner to be dealt with 
according to law—that was, to be remanded 
either in custody or on bail. 

As to whether detention was something 
different from arrest or imprisonment he 
said that there could be no half-way house 
between the liberty of the subject unfettered 
by restraint and an arrest. A practice, 
however, had grown up of “ detention’”’ as 
distinct from arrest—in effect, keeping a 
‘‘suspect’’ in custody without making any 
definite charge against him and with the 
intimation that he was under restraint and 
would not be allowed to leave. 


NO JUSTIFICATION IN LAW, 

In his opinion, there could be no such thing 
as notional liberty, and this so-called deten- 
tion amounted to arrest. The subject had in 
law been arrested and in custody during 
the period of his detention. The expression 
‘ detention,” he proceeded, had no justifica- 
tion in law in this connection, and the use 
of it had in a sense helped to nurture the 
idea that it was something different from 
arrest, and that it relieved the Guards from 
the obligation to have the question of the 
liberty of the suspected person determined 
by a Peace Commissioner or the Court. 

“If the word “ detention ” were deleted from 
the police vocabulary and the word “ arrest ”’ 
substituted, there would be a_ clearer 
understanding as to the obligations upon 
the Guards. If it were necessary or advis- 
able for the investigation of crime that there 
should be some intermediate period conform- 
ing to the prison practice it must be author- 
ised by the Legislature. It was a deprivation 
of the liberty of the subjcct,-and it was 
fundamental that that could not occur in 
such a case as this, except by the order of a 
peace conimissioner or a court. . & 

Accordingly, the Dunnes, in his opinion, 
were arrested and in custody from 4.50 on 
Tuesday morning. They were lawfully under 
arrest, having been suspected of the felony, 
but under the law they should have been 
brought before a e commissioner at an 
available opportunity. In the case of a de- 
tained prisoner, the responsibility of acting 
u that aspect of the law was not recog- 
nised by the Guards until they made what 
was called a formal charge and arrest. . 

Any question of the time necessary to in- 
vestigate the offence, or to obtain evidence 
on which to found a charge, was quite irre- 
levant; it was for the peace commissioner, 
not the Guards, to determine whether the 
sees person was to remain in custody 
or released on bai 


QUESTION OF TIME. 

Having referted to various decisions bearing 
on the point, his lordship said that with re- 
gard to what. would be a reasonable tim 
after arrest, no hard and fast rule could be 
laid down to é¢over every case. It must de- 
pend on many circumsianc#s, such as the 
time and place of the arrest, the number of 
the accused, whether a peace 
available, and such otheg matters

as might be relevant, In some of the English 
Statutes a specific number of hours was man- 
tioned, but these did not apply to the 
Saorstat. 

The plaintiffs in this case could have been 
brought before a peace commissioner any timo 
on Tuesday or bet ergot Having regard to 
the law it was unreasonable delay, and, there- 
fore, unlawful detention to wait until 
Wednesday night. 


It was obvious that the Guards thought 
that they had the right to detain the plain- 
tiffs in pursuance of their practice, which, in 
his lordship’s opinion, was unlawful, and 
would have further detained them but for 
the challenge of the plaintiff’s solicitor. He was 
of opinion that the Circuit Judge was right 
in his law, in his finding of facts, and in his 
assessment of damages, with the result that 
the appeal against the decision in John 
Dunne’s case should be dismissed with costs. 

As to the claim of William Dunne, the 
Circuit Judge dismissed his case, as he had 
given no evidence that Clinton was party 
to his detention. There were several answers 
to that. First, the point was not taken by 
the defendant’s counsel in the cross-examina- 
tion of William Dunne, It was sprung upon 
counsel in the judge’s ruling at the end of 
the plaintiffs’ case, and he was not permitted 
to re-open or deal with the point in the 
course of the trial. It was evident that the 
two cases were heard together as one, just as 
they had been in the present court, and the 
defendant, through his counsel, had very 
properly taken the responsibility for both 
decisions, and sought to have the matter of 
principle decided. 

Accordingly, his lordship thought that the 
order should be that William Dunne’s appeal 
should be allowed, and that his damages 
should be measured at £2 2s., with costs in 
the court below, and that the a 1 of the 
defendant against the decree in Sain Deana’ 
case should be dismissed, the two appeals to 
be treated as one, and one set of costs of 
appeal to be allowed in John Dunne’s case 
against the defendant. 


BOULTER TRUST FUND.

QUESTIONS FOR 
DETERMINATION. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

he hearing of the summons brought by 
the Representative Body of the Church of 
Ireland for the determination of a number 
of questions relating to the Boulter Trust 
Fund was resumed. They asked whether the 
augmentation of any benefice or the mainten- 
ance of any clergyman of the Church of Ire- 
' land out of the Boulter Trust Fund in pursu- 
ance of the provisions of 26 Geo, II., C, 18, 
and 46 Geo, III., C. 60, is liable to be ‘dis- 
continued or diminished if the value 
of the benefice or maintenance, _ to- 
gether with such augmentation,  ex- 
ceeds the value of £100 a _ year; 
whether a similar augmentation in pursuance 
of the provisions of 3 and 4 William IV., 
cap, 37, is liable to be discontinued or 
diminished if the value of such benefice or 
maintenance, together with such augmenta- 
tion, exceeds the value of £200 a year; and 
whether the sum of £19,056 10s., representing 
the balance of the sum of £140,222 17s., being 
the amount at which the Boulter Trust Fund 
in the hands of the Ecclesiastical Commis- 
sioners was valued after the passing of the 
Irish Church, 1869, and against which 
balance no claims were substantiated prior to 
the ist July,. 1872, in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 29 of the Act, is applic- 
able to such purposes for the benefit of the 
Church of Ireland as the Representative Body 
under the directions of the General Synod 
shall think fit, or is subject to the trusts 
affecting the Boulter Trust Fund under the 
Statutes 29 Geo. II., C. 18; 46 Geo. IIL, C. 
60, and 3 and 4 William IV., C. 37, or any 
one or more of these statutes. 

There were other questions depending on 
the answers to the first two. 

The defendants named were the Rev. Henry 
Charles Cave, the Rectory, Malahide; the 
Rey. George Wilfrid O’Callaghan Millington, 
the Rectory, Portadown; the Right Rev. 
Robert Miller, Bishopsgrove, Waterford, and 
the Rev. Josiah Martin Cullimore, the Rec- 
tory, Calary, Kilpedder. 

Mr, Jellett, K.C., and Mr. M. C. Walker 
anpeared for the plaintiffs; Mr. Garrett 
Walker, K.C., for the Rev. H. C. Cave and 
the Rev. G. W. O’C. Millington (represent- 
ing respectively the incumbents of parishes 
who are in receipt of grants under the provi- 
sions of the Statutes of Geo. II. and Geo. 
HI. and those who are in receipt of grants 
under the provisions of the Statute of William 
IV.); Mr. Poole for the Right Rev. Robert 
Miller (representing all incumbents who are 
in receipt of grants out of the £19,056 10s.) ; 
and Mr, Overend, K.C., and Mr. Newett for 
the Rev. J. M. Cullimore (representing the in- 
cumbents of parishes who are not in receipt 
of grants under any of the Acts mentioned). 

All the counsel in the case were instructed 
by Messrs. Darley, Orpen and Synnott,. 


INCOME OF £19,000, 
Continuing his opening statement, Mr. 
Jellett referred to documents which showed 
what had been done with the moneys, and to 
the £19,056. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—Is there any con- 
troversy about the allocation of this money? 

Mr, Jeliett—I do not think there is, and I 
do not think it is very important, for this 
reason; the Representative Church Body 
became absolute trustees of this money owing 
to the fact that the claims had not been 
substantiated against it before ‘the Ist 
July, 1872; thus it would be opey 
to the Church Body under the direction of the 
General Synod to apply it to any church pur- 
pose, ‘I'hey have applied it by their leyisla- 
tion to the Boulter Fund purposes, so 
whether it is regarded as impressed with the 
Boulter Trust or as free money it has got 
into the same channel, and it is in exactly 
the same position as if it had been Boulter 
Fund all along. 

Mr. Overend said that the income of the 
£19,056 should have been allocated to the 
claims of poor parishes, each being considered 
individually, and he would submit that the 
income of the £19,056 was in exactly the 
same position as the other income, and should 
be reconsidered. 

Mr. Jellett said that the question asked 
with reference to this £19,056 was whether it 
continued to be subject to the Boulter Trust 
or whether it came to the hands of the 
Church Body untrammelled by any such 
trust, to be applied by them under the direc- 
tion of the General Synod, for any church 
purpose. If his lordship decided that the 
money was not subject to the Boulter Trust, 
having regard to the fact that no claims were 
substantiated against it before the Ist July, 
1872, the result of that decision would be 
that the Church Body controlled, of course, 
by the General Synod, could apply it to any 
church purpose that they liked. On the other 
hand, if his lordship held that the money 
remained subject to the Boulter Trust, not- 
withstanding the fact that no claim was made 
egainst it before the Ist July, 1872, then it 
was possible that the question indicated by 
Mr. Overend might arise. It all depended on 
the answer. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—There is an inter- 
mediate view; it might remain subject to the 
Boulter Trust, but subject, to modification of 
that trust by what has happened in the 
course of years. 

Mr, Jellett said that he thought that they 
might reasonably assume that any parish that 
had a claim to the Boulter Trust would have 
taken very good care to come in and sub- 
stantiate that claim within the specified time, 
and if the £19,056 was in the same position, 
notwithstanding the fact that no claims were 
substantiated against it, as if claims had been 
substantiated against it, it was very hard to 
understand what was the meaning of the last 
few lines of Section 29 of the Church Act. 


A PROVISO. 

His lordship would have observed, con- 
tinued Mr. Jellett, that after the passing of 
the Church Act the Representative Body, 
acting, he thought, under the advice of their 
then Legal mmittee, had, in certain 
instances, refused to give augmentation to 
rishes where the income was over £200. 
hat state of affairs continued until about 
1879, and after that the question, apparently, 
was raised again, with the result that the 
opinion of Dr. Ball was obtained. That 
opinion appeared to be diametrically opposed 
to the opinion that had been given before 
1879, and from the date of Dr. Ball’s opinion 
down to the present moment the Representa- 
tive Body had dealt with these ‘oneys on 
the basis of that opinion.

AUGMENTATIONS. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—Supposing the 
answer to — 1 was that the augmenta- 
tion should not have made once the 
parish exceeded the value of 
£100 a year, that would free a great deal of 
money ? 

Mr. Jellett—It would, and, accordingly, 
that is one of the questions that are asked : 
what would happen to that free money? 

Mr. Overend—It would not prevent that 
parish from claiming again if the circum- 
stances justified it. 

Mr, Jellett said that questions 4 and 5 
dealt with what was to happen to such 
money as might be set free as the result of 
cesser, and the last two questions dealt with 
the power of the General Synod. 

Mr, Justice Johnston said that he sup- 
posed the parties would agree, if he con- 
sidered that the questions did not cover all 
the ground that the Representative Church 
Body wanted to have covered, that he might 
make such amendments in them as might 
seem necessary to cover all the points. 

Counsel representing the various parties 

consented to this course, 
Mr. Walker, K.C., submitted that all 
augmentations under the Act of 1833 were, 
from their commencement and throughout, 
not liable to any cessation, and that the 
augmentations under the Georgian Acts were 
liable to cesser; and that, if he were right in 
his first proposition, there was no power in 
the Representative Church Body or in any- 
body else to withdraw augmentations under 
the Act of 1833, because under that Act the 
grant was a permanent grant. 

Mr. Poole said that, in regard to the 
£19,056, the division of the moneys was made 
as far back as 1873, on the advice of the 
Legal Committee, whose report was adopted 
by resolution of the Church Body, and it had 
ever since, as he understood, continued in 
accordance with the distribution as then 
made. That had been done in accordance 
with Chapter IT. of the Constitution of the 
Church of Ireland. 


SYNOD’S DEFINITION, 

The Synod itself defined what was in Arch- 
bishop Boulter’s will, and what constituted a 

or living, and his submission was that the 
ynod in so defining a poor living were 
perfectly within their rights, conferred upon 
them by the Church Act and the Constitution 
of the Church, and if they were so right, it 
could not be contended for a moment that 
the income of this £19,056 had been going 
into the wrong hands, because it had not 
been suggested that the parishes which had 
been getting grants out of the income of this 


£19,056 were parishes which had an income 


of £200 a year independent of a diocesan 
scheme of voluntary contributions. He sub.

NO PUBLIC RIGHT-OF- 
WAY, 

JUDGMENT IN FAIRY 
CASE. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

Reserved judgment was delivered in the 
appeal brought by the defendants in the case 
of Michael Hogan, farmer, Fairy Hill, Shin- 
rone, Co. Tipperary, against. Michael, Francis 
and William J, Doorley, farmers and brothers, 
Clifden, Shinrone, Co. Tipperary, from a 
Judgment and order of Mr. Justice Meredith, 
in which he held that the plaintiff had proved 
to his satisfaction a right-of-way from his 
premises at Fairy Hill across the defendants’ 
lands at Kilcurrobar Beg to the public road 
leading from Shinrone to Cloughjordan, and 
in which he granted the plaintiff an injunc- 
tion restraining the defendants from obstruct- 

ing him in the use of it. 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon read the unanimous 
judgment of the Court, in which the evidence, 
descriptive of the location of the lands of 
both parties, adjoming one another, and the 
user of the roads connected with them, was 
referred to at length. It was pointed out 
that there was no evidence of any obstruction 
of the alleged right-of-way until after the 
sale to the plaintiff of the Fairy Hill house 
and premises, but the right-of-way was used 
less by members of the public, Their lord- 
ships decided on the evidence adduced that 
there was no public right-of-way, as had been 
held by Mr, Justice Meredith, but that there 
was a private right-of-way appurtenant to 
the plaintiff’s Fairy Hill house and premises 
across the defendants’ land. 

The Chief Justice explained that the result 
was that the appeal from Mr, Justice Mere- 
dith’s order with regard to the alleged public 
right was allowed; that the cost of the 
proceedings in the Court below were to be 
paid to the plaintiff, and that the costs of 
the appeal were to be paid to the defendants.

ABUSES. 


EVIDENCE OF POLICE 
COMMISSIONER.

THE BORROWER'S FEAR 
OF PUBLICITY,

Mr. Jasper Wolfe presided at Leinster 
House, Dublin, yesterday, at a meeting of 
the Dail Committee which is considering the 
Money-Lenders Bill. 

General O'Duffy, Chief Commissioner of the 
Civic Guard, giving evidence, said that the 
position of.the Guards was different in regard 
to money-lenders to what it was in regard to 
the licensing and betting laws. It was 
almost impossible to get evidence. Transac- 
tions were usually secret, and the borrower 
was generally much more afraid of publicity 
than the money-lencler. 

There were, he said, 147 registered money- 
lenders in the Dublin Police Division, and 
33 in the rest of the Free State. It was im- 
possible to obtain an accurate estimate of 
the number of unregistered money-lenders. 
In Dublin City the number was estimated 
at 50. 
money-lenders and 36 unregistered money- 
lenders. In Limerick there are three registered 
money-lenders, in Waterford three registered 
and three suspected of being money-lenders. 
In Galway there were no money-lenders at all. 
The practice everywhere appeared to be much 
the same. An interest of from 60 to 100 per 
cent, was charged to the borrower, who 
signed a bill for double the amount received, 
and repaid the loan in monthly instalments. 
There were fines for failing to pay any instal. 
ment, amounting to 50 per cent. of the insta!- 
ment. It would be difficult, he said, to en- 
force a maximum rate of interest if borrowers 
continued to sign promissory notes for double 
the amount lent. 


LENDERS AND THEIR CLIENTS. 

Registered money-lenders usually secured 
their clients through advertisements in the 
press, and unregistered money-lenders through 
the employment of touts. The class of persons 
mostly affected were badly paid clerks and 
others who tried to live beyond their means, 
and the very poor. Since January, 1925. 
only six prosecutions had been instituted 
against money-lenders. In one of these cases 
a woman borrowed 16s. from an unregistered 
money-lender at the rate of 4s. per week 
interest. She paid the interest from 
Christmas Eve, 1925, for a period of 20 
weeks. That was £4 interest on 16s. She 
then paid back 6s, of the principal and con- 
tinued to pay 2s, 6d. per week on the 10s. 
due. On being advised of a further increase 
she approached the police. Proceedings were 
institated, but at the hearing the unfort:- 
nate woman went back on her original state- 
ment, and the case was dismissed. In another 
case a carter’s wife borrowed  d4s. 
every Saturday night, and on Monday 
morning repaid the money-lender £2. That 
was .6s. interest on 34s. for two days. 
This, went on.for a considerable time until 
the husband heard of the matter and reported 
it to the police. The money-lender was fined 
£4. Undoubtedly, the activities of money- 
lenders, he said, had had an appreciable effect 
on crime. Pressure brought to bear on 
borrowers by money-lenders, which usually 
amounted to threats of blackmail, had been 
the motive for many embezzlements and 
larcenies, and it had frequently been pleaded 
in extenuation by persons charged that they 
were driven to their offences because of the 
yressure brought on them by money-lenders. 
Money-lenders lending as now practised had 
been responsible for many _ suicides, for 
gambling, drink and domestic quarrels. Chief 
Superintendents reported many case of 
ruined homes and neglected families attribut- 
able to this practice. 

Much harm was also done by the un- 
registered money-lender, who, through him- 
self, his agents and touts, canvassed poor 
people at their homes. This was very notice- 
able at holiday time, and family bereave- 
ments were taken advantage of for the offer- 
ing of loans. Workshops and factories were 
also visited, and owing to the gambling 
craze, particularly dog racing, there was 
much abuse. He did not think that the 
present bill went far enough. ‘There was, he 
felt sure, a big volume of public opinion 
which would favour prohibiting money- 
lenders’ activities altogether. The police 
view was that it would be impossible to pro- 
hibit, but they thought it was time to get 
legislation to enable a closer supervision than 
that contemplated by the bill to be exercised. 

The bill, said General O’Duffy, did not 
tackle the problem of restraining the 
activities of unregistered money-lenders—the 
greatest pest. As regards registered money- 
lenders, the bill did not create any specific 
responsibility for its enforcement when it 
became law. 


SOME RECOMMENDATIONS, 

He recommended that money-lenders be 
permitted to trade only in their true names. 
Failure to satisfy the court of financial 
stability should be a ground for refusal of a 
licence. There should also be a _ residence 
qualification of at least twelve months in the 
Free State. Applicants for licences should 
also be refused if they carried on the business 
of a publican. He also suggested that Garda 
Superintendents should have the right to 
oppose the granting of licences. The premises 
should bear the name of the money-lender, 
with the words “ registered money-lender ”’ 
underneath, and no other form of advertise- 
ment should be permitted. Money-lenders 
should be prohibited from calling on any 
pretext whatever at the homes of borrowers 
or prospective borrowers, and the Guards 
should have power to demand production of 
licences and other particulars. 

General O'Duffy also suggested that agree- 
ments between registered money-lenders and 
borrowers should be in a prescribed form 
and should bear stamp duty. An additional 
sub-section should be added providing for 
the payment in specie rather than in kind 
bv the money-lender, It was not uncommon 
to find poor people applying for loans to buy 
clothing. The money-lender bought the cloth- 
ing and sold it to the borrower at an 
exorbitant price. 

He also suggested that the powers of the 
Guards should be extended to provide for 
supervision, and to give authority to examine 
money-lenders’ records. 

As to hours of business, he recommended 
that they should be from 10 to 5 o’clock on 
week days—10 to 1 on Saturdays—and no 
business on Sundays and the principal feast 
days. 

No business should be transacted with per- 
sons under the age of 16. 

THE RIGHT OF SEARCH. 

As to unregistered money-lenders, the 
Guards should be empowered to enter at any 
time, without warrant, any premises in which 
illegal money-lending was suspected of being 
carried on, and to make searches, investiga- 
tions, etc. 

They should also be given power to demand 
the names, addresses, nature of business, etc., 
of persons so suspected, and there should be 
power of arrest, without warrant, for the 
refusal of such persons to give the required 
information. 

When money was lent by an unlicensed 
money-lender, the loan should not be recover- 
able at law. 

Replying to the Minister for Justice, 
General O Duffy said that the reason why he 
suggested that the recortls of money-lenders 
should be open to inspection was that many 
people were afraid to take proceedings 
against money-lenders, They were afraid of 
publicity. A young man, for instance, or 
other persons living beyond their means 
feared that publicity would injure their 
families, 

In answer to Mr. Cooney, he said that, of 
the 147 registered money-lenders in Dublin 
now, it was not likely that more than 100 
would be in existence in two years. 

Replying to Mr. Davin, the Commissioner 
said that he did not know of an association 
of money-lenders. Such a body must have 
been a recent establishment. It could assist 
the authorities in getting at the ‘ rotters ” 
in the business. 

BOGUS AUCTIONS. 

To Mr. George Wolfe, General O'Duffy 
said that he was not aware that the practice 
of bogus auctions was now carried on outside 
Donegal. ‘The auctioneers concerned,” he 
said, ‘‘are a most objectionable type. They 
are, at least, as objectionable as the worst 
money-lenders ”’ 

Mr, Little You would regard it as against 
public policy that we should shelter persons 
who come here in order to evade the law in 
another country? .- 

General O’Duffy—I think so, if they came 
here to evade the law in England. 

As regards the borrower's fear of publicity, 
Mr. Little asked would it not be well if the 
Guards could give an undertaking to a 
borrower that his name would not appear in 
the Press,

THE MONEY-LENDER'’S OFFICE. 

Mr. Conlon remarked that General O’Duffy 
had stated that in Cork there were seven 
registered and _ thirty-seven unregistered 
money-lenders, and asked if the Garda had 
been able to take any action against the un- 
registered money-lenders. 

The Commissioner replied that they were 
unable to get sufficient evidence to bring 
these cases into court, : 

General O'Duffy, in answer to the Chair- 
man, said that he was in favour of having 
the name of the money-lender on the office 
of the money-lender. 

The Chairman—Would not that be hard 
on a respectable person who might want to 
borrow money oak would not like. to be seen 
going into a money-lender’s office? 

General O’Duffy—I think that the money- 
lendet’s premises should be known to every- 
body. The shadow of secrecy should be re- 
moved. It is responsible for most of the 
abuses of money-ilending. 


SENIOR JUSTICE’S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. G. P. Cussen Senior Justice, Dublin 
Metropolitan District Court, stated that from 
his experience he was convinced that legisla- 
tion was necessary to regulate the business 
of money-lending. Judging from the cases 
that came before him, it was certain that 
a number of money-lenders did not know the 
rate of interest charged. Again and again 
cases were adjourned to have the rate cal- 
culated. Except, in very few cases the rate 
was excessive, having regard to the position 
and means of the borrower, and it became 
necessary to re-open the transaction. In 
every case a decree had been given for less 
than the sum claimed. 

The following was a typical case: A 
borrower, he said, required a loan of £20. 
She was obliged to sign a promissory note 
for £50. The note provided that she was to 
repay £30 by 15s. a week, and to pay ra ch 
cent. on. any balance unpaid. She paid £16 
Os. 6d. in eleven months. She was then sued 
in the High Court for balance claimed, £27 
lls. 6d. ‘The case was remitted to me. I re- 
opened the transaction and dealt with the 
case as I thought justice required, giving a 
decree for £3 19s. 6d. and interest at 20 per 
cent. on the balance due from time to time. 

He was in general agreement with the pro- 
visions of the present bill, but he made a 
number of suggestions, including one that 
the licence and certificate should be for the 
calendar year January to December. He was 
strongly in favour of omitting the word 
‘‘excise’’ before ‘‘ penalty,”’ pointing out 
that when a penalty was so described a 
Justice had not power, in a suitable case, to 
mitigate to an amount which he considered, 
in the circumstances, proper. 

He suggested that the maximum rate of 
interest should be 25 or 30 per cent. 


REVENUE COMMISSIONERS AND 
RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Replying to the Minister for Justice in 
regard to the use of the word “‘ excise”’ 
betore penalty, Mr. Cussen said that it was 
true that the Justice had power to make a 
recommendation for a mitigation of the 
penalty, but never once, he added, to his 
knowledge had a recommendation been acted 
upon by the Revenue Commissioners. 

He mentioned a case in which the penalty 
was £100 in a prosecution under the enter- 
tainments tax. He could have mitigated it 
to £25, but in the circumstances he thought 
that £12 10s. would be a reasonable penalty, 
and instead of mitigating it to £25 he made 
a recommendation that it should be mitigated 
to £12 10s. Not alone did the Revenue 
Commissioners refuse to act on his recom- 
mendation, but refused to mitigate the 
enalty to £25.

BORROWING.

SUGGESTED CONFERENCE ON 
LAND ANNUITIES.

In Dail Eireann yesterday, 

()n the second stage of the Finance Bil!, 

Mr, BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, said 
that there was very little in the 
measure that had not been the subject of 
nnancial resolutions, or was not referred to 

the Budget statement. The matters which 
were new were of relatively minor importance. 
wo sections gave certain relief in cases 
where hardship might arise in consequence of 
ihe change of assessment from the three 
years’ average to that of the preceding year. 
[hese reliefs could be the subject of discus- 

in on the Committee stage. 

Another matter which was not dealt with 
in the Budget statement was the provision 
for the redemption of Compensation Stock. 
Che outstanding amount of that stock was 
beginning to grow small, and it would be 
ciesirable, if it were possible, to extinguish 
that particular stock and the complicated 
system of drawings connected with it. 

Another section gave power to invest Ex- 
chequer balances in British short-term 
securities. When there had been a consider- 
able balance in the Exchequer they had been 
able to arrange to get a special rate of in- 
terest, but it was felt that an occasion might 
arise in which a better return would be ob- 
tained by investing part of the balance in 
british securities rather than having it lying 
in the Exchequer account. 

Another section provided for the discharge 
of death duties by the tender of Stock of 
the Third National Loan That was part 
of the conditions of the issue of the loan. 
If the loan were to remain at tho issue 
price, it was possible that the Exchequer 
might lose £6,000 or £7,000 a year by 
carrying out that provision, but as the 
market price of the stock went up the loss 
would become less. 

TOO MUCH BORROWING. 

Mr. MacENTEE (F.F., Dublin Co.) said 
{hat he would be glad to hear the grounds 
upon which the Minister based his assertion 
that, as the market price of the Third 
National Loan went up, the loss to the 
Exchequer would diminish. Instead of meef 
ing the burdens of the State as they accrued 
from year to year, the Minister had adopted 
the doubtful practice of selecting. certain 
items of expenditure, classifying them as 
ibnormal, and defraying them out of bor 
rowed money. He had continued this course 
vear after year, until, on his own showing, 
the dead-weight burden of the public debt 
was now over £25,000,000. The consequence 
of the Minister's policy in this regard was 
seen in the growing amount which must be 
sel aside each year for the growing services 
of that debt. 

He asked the House to consider the effect 
of this continuous policy of borrowing, so far 
as social services were cof®erned, and how 
it had reacted on such things as old age 
pensions, education and the like. It had 
meant that, because of reckless borrowing, 
there was available at the present day for 
ocial and other services approximately one 
million pounds less than in the year 1925 2. 

ANNUITIES AND R.).C. PENSIONS. 

The policy of increasing the public deht 
would be excusable if it had been unavoid 
able and ynevitable, but during the very 
vears the Minister had been mortgaging the 
future of their people the Government had 
paid to Great Britain over £20,000,000 in 
respect. of land annuities and over £9,000.000 
in respect. of pensions to ex-members of the 
RIC. If it had not been for these un- 
warranted and unjustifiable payments the 
State, notwithstanding the general ex 
travagance of the Government, would he free 
fram debt and would have available to under- 
take such capital works as might be deemed 
desirable ho less a sum than £4,000,000. 

He compared the three loans issued, quot- 
ing their price and the interest. It would 
appear at first sight that the third loan had 
heen borrowed on much more favourable 
terms than either of its predecessors, but 
they had got to take into consideration the 
cost and value of money at the time of the 
issues. The English bank vate at present 
was ó per cent. At the time of the second 
loan it was, he thought, 44 per cent., and at 
the time of the first loan 4 per cent.; so 
that from that aspect the loan was not so 
favourable 

Another feature was that these loans had 
heen issued at a discount. The Ministry 
seemed to think there was some advantage, 
not. financial, but political, in issuing these 
loans at a discount, but Fianna Fail believed 
that it would have been sounder to have 
ssued the last loan at 5 per cent. at par, and 
they would have then known where Sey 
were, 


SOCIAL SERVICES. 
Mr. O'CONNELL (Labour, Mayo S.) said 


that he wondered what the Fianna Fail 
Party managers in  Longford-Westmeat! 
would think of the statement of Mr. 
MacEntee, their ‘‘Shadow’’ Minister for 
Finance, that unless, and until, the Jand 
annuities and the R.I.C. pensions were 
retained in this country there could be no 
mprovement in the social services of the 
country. They had from the Minister for 
Finance the definite statement that he saw 
little chance of these social services being 
raised to the level of those in Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland at present. The Labour 
Party said that the Saorstat services could 
he very much improved, although it was 
obvious that there could be greater improve- 
ments if the land annuities and R.I.C. 
pensions were retained. 

He did not think that any discrimination 
should be shown by the Sate with regard to 
any athletics games. So far as the Revenue 
was concerned, it should not discriminate 
hetween hurling and one form of football and 
the other kinds of football. People were 
entitled to plav what games thev liked. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F.. Dublin 8.) said that 
as a result of the so-called “ ultimate financial 
settlement’’ the Government were paying 
four millions a vear since 1926 to the British 
(fovernment. This State conid not afford an 
dditional burden. but if that burden was 
emoved, as it would be removed hefore long 

' another Government, it would be possible 
fa dn much for the social services. 

There had been reckless borrowing by the 
Government to meet expenditure, which 
ould not be regarded as non-recunent, and 
that. horrowing had damaged the credit of 
the State, while it limifed the fecilities for 
horrowing for other purposes. To deal pro- 
perly with the housing problem borrowing 
vas necessary, because the country could not 
face the housing problem out of revenue. 


A GOOD INVESTMENT. 

The Third National Loan was a good in- 
vestment, and it had proved that the State 
‘as paying more for the money than it need 
vay. Because it was a good investment it 
‘as fully subscribed. Productive enterprise, 
hea said, had heen almost sterilised by the

Mr. ESMONDE (Government, Wexford) 
pleaded with the Minister for the remission 
of tax in the case of football players. In 
other countries large sums were provided fer 
facilities for athletic and playing grounds 
for the younger generation, and he thought 
thal the Minister should not discriminate 
between different sections and different codes 
of sport. 

PROPOSED ALL-PARTY CONFERENCE. 

Mr. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly) said 
that he was sorry that this question of the 
Land Annuities had been made a party ques- 
tion. He had faith enough in every member 
of that House to believe they would be all 
glad to save the money involved in this par- 
ticular item, provided they could do so with- 
out associating their own names and the 
honour of their country with a policy of re- 
pudiation. (Hear, hear.) á 

The proner solntion of this guestion was 
one on national lines, by a conference of the 
leaders of all parties. The Labour Party in 
that House stood for peace at home and 
abroad, for friendly intercourse with neigh- 
bouring nations, and he believed that the 
Eas way to approach this question of the 
and Annuities was by way of conference and 
negotiation. 

So far as he was concerned, if the majority 
of the people of his constituency stood for 
the policy of repudiation of Land Annuities, 
he would resign his seat rather than submit 
to it. 

Mr. CLEARY (F.F., Mayo, N.) said that 
he objected principally to fhe £10 tax on 
lorries travelling through the country and 
doing business. It woul do no good to the 
towns, to the business men, or the con- 
sumers. The way to build up the small 
towns was not by putting a tax of £10 on 
travelling shops. If £40 or £50 tax was put 
on, there might be some point in it. The 
only effect of the tax would be to make the 
poorer class in remote parts pay more for 
their goods. 

INCOME TAX ARREARS. 

Mr. LITTLE (F.F., Waterford) said that 
the Revenue Commissioners gained consider- 
able unpopularity because they exceeded the 
bounds of common-sense in their search for 
arrears of income tax. Tt was discovered 
last year that they were only entitled to go 
back six years, whereas they had been coing 
back twenty years. Every man was entitled 
to the full benefit of the law. No Govern- 
ment department should try to deceive or con- 
ceal from a citizen his legal rights. He 
wondered if the time had not come for the 
Minister for Finance to introduce an Indem- 
nity Bill for the Revenue Commissioners, who 
had been exercising powers that did not 
belong to them. 

Mr. O'CONNELL asked if the Revenue 
Commissioners found that a man had de- 
frauded them over six years ago, was he to 
go scot free. 

Mr. LITTLE said that such a man could 
he prosecuted for fraud, but it was a different 
matter to write to people asking for nineteen 
years’ arrears. and leading them to believe 
that they were bound to pay these arrears. 

Mr. MAGUIRE (F.F.,  Leitrim-Sligo) 
raised the question of Agricultural Credit 
Societies which had failed some years ago, 
owing, he believed, to the negligence of the 
(;overnment in the past ten years in not 
keeping up supervision over these societies. 
He asked the Minister to give some compensa 
tion to the small depositors who had lost 
their money in these societies. ! 

TAXATION OF MOTOR CARS. 

Major WOLFE (Government, Kildare), said 
that he was glad to see that relief had been 
given in the taxation of motor cars. There 
were a number of high-power cars which were 
laid up and not used because of the high tax 
on them. He suggested that cars over ten 
years old should have their taxes consider- 
ably reduced. If the tax were reduced they 
would be brought into use, and money would 
be brought thereby into the Exchequer. 

Professor THRIFT (Independent, Dublin 
University), congratulated the country and 
the Minister on the success of the Third 
National Loan. He wished to know what 
the position of motor rollers was in regard 
to the tax. They were not vehicles in the 
ordinary sense of the term, and he thought 
that they should not be more 'iable to duty 
than ordinary machinery. 

Mr. GOOD (Independent, Dublin County), 
said that he had heard a number of em- 
ployers complain from time to time about the 
requests for information made by collectors 
of income tax as to the salaries of employés. 
He held in his hand one of those demands 
upon employers in the city. On the list 
there were the names of sixty-seven employés 
of one firm. The employer was asked to 
supply the amount of the wages paid to each 
of those emplovés during the financial years 
1925, 1927, 1928 and 1929. 

Employers all were anxious that the 
workers should pay their share of the national 
burden, but was it fair or reasonable to make 
emnployers the collectors of that income tax” 
Everybody connected with industry knew what 
information of this kind entailed in the mak- 
ing. All the different wages sheets of the 
sixty-seven employés would have to be gone 
through week by week. He understood that 
in connection with one demand alone the 
time of a couple of members of the staff 
would be taken up for a couple of months. 


INCOME TAX PAYMENTS. 

He had had complaints also that the col- 
lectors of income tax were not allowed to 
receive payments on account. The Minister 
must agree that through making such an 
order the Exchequer was bound to lose. 

Mr. COBURN (Nat., Louth) complained of 
the excessive taxation on spirits and beer. 
It was difficult to understand why the duties 
to-day should be so high in view of the pre- 
vailing prices paid for the agricultural pro- 
ducts used in the manufacture of spirits and 
beer. He asked why the Minister would not 
impose a tax on foreign spirits imported into 
the Free State. Was the reason for not im- 
posing such a tariff because the Minister was 
afraid that other countries might impose a 
similar tariff on Irish spirits? He thought 
that, taking everything into consideration, 
and having regard to the large amount of 
employment given by distillers, breweries and 
the spiril, trade generally, something should 
be done. : 

In the matter of the tax on sports, he 
said that there should be no differentiation. 
He believed in a man being allowed to play 
any game he liked.

“ OUGHT TO BE PAID AND 


MUST BE PAID.” 


Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, con- 
cluding the debate, said that Deputy 
MacEntee had talked a great deal about 
reckless borrowing. If they took the normal 
cost of the defence of the State at a million 
and a half pounds per annum since 1922, 
there had been excess payments, above that 
amount, totalling about nineteen millions. 
In addition ae. that very pi! seven millions 
had been paid in respect post-truce com- 
pensation. PThese two items alone amounted 
to over. twenty-five millions. — 
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ex good from “Ae int of view 

y e oÍ view 
of the State, and better 1 gpa 
countries, except one or two, could have bor- 
rowed on. sic MacEntee had argued in 
favour of withholding land annuities, and 
had indicated that not much good could be 
done in this country until the land-annuities 
were withheld. ' 

The Government was satisfied beyond doubt 
that the payment of the land annuities re- 

resented the payment of a just debt—(Hear, 
ear)—that the land annuities ought to be 
paid, and that, in addition, they must be 
paid; that even if they wished to take a 
course which they thought would be unjust 
and wrong, they would be unable to take 
that course. 

“We are satisfied,” said Mr. Blythe, “' that 
the day will not come when Fianna Fail or 
any other Government will be able to give 
extensive social services by withholding these 
land annuities. If we were satisfied—if we 
pores it could be done—we would do it 
ourselves,”’ 


INCOME TAX FRAUDS, 

With regard to what had been stated about 
the way in which people who had been 
guilty of fraud on the revenue were dealt 
with, he said thá: in the great majority of 
cases, where considerable amounts were in- 
volved, the taxpayers had professional advice. 
Questions in regard to income tax law were 
frequently litigated, and if there were any- 
thing in the Opposition contention it would 
be easy to have the matter decided in -a 
court, Any person could let the Revenue 
Commissioners sue for a penalty and have 
the matter definitely decided. 

People talked a lot about the extremely 
high penalties imposed here. As a matter of 
fact, the taxpayers who acted fraudulently 
here got off very much lighter than they did 
m Great Britain, where, in addition to paying 
the sums levied here, and, perhaps, higher 
sums, @ great many of them would go to jail. 
In one recent case in England a taxpayer had 
to pay £500,000 in penalties, and was sent to 
jail for twelve neat in addition. It was the 
policy here, no matter how much a man 
owed, not to impose such a penalty as would 
put him out of business, and he was not 
aware of any case of the kind having 
occurred. 

With regard to the question of the exemp- 
tion of income tax accorded to the Gaelic 
Athletic Association, he personally saw no 
objection to other games; but it was, perhaps, 
true that native games, which were not 
played outside the country, suffered a certain 

andicap as compared with the games which 
had the ‘‘ boost”? of international competi- 
tion, and it was, perhaps, reasonable to give 
the concession to the G.A.A. only. In a 
year subsequent to that decision he was 
approached to extend it to other sports 
associations, and he replied that, if an amend- 
ment to that effect were put down, he would 
not oppose it, but would leave it to a free 
vote of the House. For some reason the 
amendment was not put down. 

As to Deputy Good's complaint that 
collectors refused to accept payment of income 
tax by instalments, he said that a collector 
was a subordinate official, and it was not 
for him to decide whether he could accept 
payment by instalments. Collectors were 
bound to refuse payments on account, unless 
the firm concerned had made an arrangement 
of that kind with the Revenue Commissioners 
beforehand. 


TRADE LOANS ACT. 

He had been asked if the Trade Loans 
Act was to be renewed. That matter was 
under consideration, 

Reference had been made to a certain shy- 
ness about the investment in industry here. 
That had its root in the belief that money 
invested in Irish industries was more liable 
to be lost than money invested outside. That 
particular fear might be dispelled in a 
variety of ways, but there was no ground 
for believing that a differentiation in tax 
on Irish investments would lead to any great 
increase in industry. Any such differentia- 
tion would mean loss of revenue, and that 
rew burdens would go on other taxpayers. 

He did not think there was any hostility 
towards development here. Some one 
suggested that the banks were hostile. There 
was no fourdation for that. The banks 
were not hostile towards the development of 
industry here, but they. were dealing with 
other people's money, and they could not 
afford to take risks with the money of 
other people. 


INSURANCE COMPANIES. 

It would be impossible for the insurance 
companies, as suggested, to invest fifteen 
millions in the Saorstat without doing grave 
harm to the policy-holders. Such a policy 
would simply bring a tax on the Saorstat 
policy- holders, and would necessarily 
operate to deprive them of advantages 
which they had at present. If the insurance 
business of the Saorstat were solely 
in the hands of an Irish company that com- 
pany would be obliged to imvest largo sums 
outside the country. He had no reason to 
think that, in so far as suitable investments 
were available here, insurance companies 
doing business here did not recognise that it 
would be good business for them to make 
those investments. 

He felt that the emphasis that had been. 
laid on the question of land annuities simply 
reflected the fact that there was a by-election 
going on; but the particular line of policy 
which the Deputies opposite were adopting 
on the subject was as irresponsible as their 
opposition to the Treaty and other things. 
Even assuming that there was something in 
their argument, if the Saorstat suddenly 
ceased to make a payment which had been 
made continuously since land purchase 
started, that would be an irresponsible act 
involving danger to the country, and would 
show absolutely no sense of perspective or of 
the fitness of things. 

The second reading of the bill was agreed

The Increase of Rent and Mortgage Iv- 
terest (Restrictions) Bill, which extends the 
existing law to the Slst December, passed 
second reading. 

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY, Minister for 
Justice, replying to complaints by Deputies 
of the delay in legislating for town tenants, 
said that when he had undertaken to intro- 
duce the Town Tenants Act he had been over- 
sanguine in his hopes to get a bill dealing 
with the Town Tenants’ question It was 
not impossible to frame such a bill, but it 
was a difticult question, requiring the most 
careful consideration.

RAILWAY CHANGES ON 
ist JULY NEXT. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, moved a vote of £70,800 to 
complete the sum necessary to defray the 
salaries and expenses of the Department of 
Industry and Commerce for the year ending 
3ist March, 1931. He said that the 
““ Appointed Day ” provided for by the Rail- 
way Act, 1924, had been fixed by the Rail- 
Tribunal as the 1st July, 1930, On that day 
a new classification of merchandise would 
take effect, as would also certain new stand- 
ard conditions of carriage and standard 
charges. The new classification of merchan- 
dise replaced a system which was an arrange- 
ment of goods according to their importance 
from the English industrial standpoint, 
and, of course, that was quite unsuited to 
conditions in this country. The new scheme 
put traffics in what was considered their 
roper position from the point of view of 
feotarten and developing Irish trade. 

Standard charges were a necessary corollary 
of the standard revenue Jaid down by the 
1924 Act. In the old unamalgamated routes 
there were different rates operating, 
but the new charges would be applicable to 
all sections of the Great Southern Railway 
Company's system. Exceptional rates would 
continue to a greater extent than his depart- 
ment had fought for, owing to a decision of 
the Court against their contentions ; bat still, 
they might not be as wide as they used to 
be. There were a certain number of other 
alterations in railway Jaw of a minor nature, 
which would come into force on that date, 
and traders generally would be well advised 
to make themselves acquainted with those

 8ATISFACTORY YEAR'S 
WORK. 


QUESTION OF PRICE, 


The annual meeting of the Irish Sugar- 
Beet Growers’ Association, Ltd., was held in 
the Town Hail, Carlow, yesterday—Mr. W. 
H. M. Cobbe, Chairman, presiding. There 
was a large attendance. 

The annual report stated that during the 
year 400 new members were admitted and 
645 shares were allotted, making the total 
number of shares taken up to date 8,425. 
The total number of members was 6,204. 
The surplus of income over expenditure for 
the past twelve months was £777, and, in 
addition, the Association had on deposit 
£100, and £523 was invested in the Second 
Irish Free State National Loan. 

An arrangument had been made between 
the Association and the Irish Sugar Manu- 
facturing Company, which was sanctioned by 
the Minister of Finance, whereby 400 statute 
acres of sugar-beet were to be grown in the 
Cooley district of County Louth, subject to 
an allowance of 4s. per ton, factory weight, 
being made to the company by the Govern- 
ment in respect of ‘such additional beet. 
The Sugar Company would contribute 
towards the cost of the freight when it ex- 
cevded 6s. per ton. 

Last season's crop was, perhaps, the most 
successful from the grower’s point of view, 
and, they might say, from the factory's point 
of view, since the. industry was started. 
Although the contract acreage was 12,150, 
the company manufactured mora sugar than 
in the previous year, when the acreage was 


15,000 
TRANSPORT PROBLEM. 

Transport organisation caused much 
anxiety, inconvenience and hardship to 
farmers last season. No doubt, the flooding 
of the Barrow aggravated the trouble, but, 
nevertheless, the company had greatly under- 
estimated the quantity of beet to be Rae 
to the factory, and orders were given to 
fermers in the Jatter part of the season, 
through the company’s loading agents, to 
deliver beet at out-stations, without adequate 
arrangements being made with the carriers 
for conveyance of the beet to the factory. 
Farmers had been put to much unnecessary 
expense, and while the company blamed 
the carriers, it was evident that the 
Irish Sugar Manufacturing Company had 
more beet under load at the factor 
and at the out-stations than they were able 
to cope with. 

After this year the company would receive 
subsidy on 15,000 tons of sugar, instead of 
10,000, as had been the case for the last 
campaign and the coming vear. With an 
additional 5,000 tons of sugar subsidised the 
factory would be in a position to give a 
better basic price, and, with the loyal co. 
operation of the growers, the committee 
should be able to induce the. company to 
give growers their share of that extra 
subsidy. 

The statement of accounts showed that the 
cash receipts for the year were £2,281 2s. 6d., 
while payments came to £1,667 lls. 1d. 
Receipts from  beet-growers’ contributions 
amounted to £2,225 1s. 3d., which, with 
interest on investment, came to £1,667 
lls. ld Expenses were £1,497 16s. 4d., 
leaving an excess of income over expenditure 
of £777 4s. 7d. 

The property and assets of the Association 
now amounted to £1,988 6s. 84d., and a 
deduction of £473 12s, liabilities left the 
amount by which property and assets 
exceeded paid-up capital and liabilities 


£1,514 14s, Bhd. 


QUESTION OF CAPITAL. 

Mr, J. J. Bergin proposed that the unpaid 
up capital of £1,797 be wiped out in the 
next two years. 

Mr. J. Haylis seconded. 

Mr. Doyle, ex-T.D., opposed the motion. 

Mr. Greene also opposed the motion. He 
Said that the vane 5 nos should place con- 
fidence in their executive, and let them decide 
what allotment should be made. 

Mr. Cobbe, Chairman, said that, he did not 
think it would be wise or expedient to agree 
with the proposal of Mr. Bergin. It was not

The Chairman reviewed the negotiations 
which took place in regard to the fixing of 
the price for beet at 46s. per ton basic, and 
said that it was absolutely the last penny 
that they could have got for ghe members 
without a prolongation of the fight.

Surely tire 
were men of business ability and known in- 
dependence who could have been appointed 
to positions on that body. 

Mr. O'REILLY (F.F., Kerry) complained 
of the failure of the Minister to introduce 
a bill dealing with mines and mineral develop- 


ment. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, replying, said that the 
officials of the Department, pry 4 in con- 
nection with the Trades Loans Act, had done 
a tremendous amount of work in bringing 
industrials into co-operation with each other 
and with the Department. The Food Prices 
Tribunal by no means said that there was 
anything like general ‘‘ profiteering.”’

SENATE AND QUESTION OF

In the Northern Senate yesterday, the Com- 
panies Bill was considered in Committee, 

_ Major Dobbs moved a new clause, provid- 
ing that when the capital of a company is 
divided into different classes of shares they 
should all be of the same face value, 

He pointed out that recently company- 
promoters were in the habit of dividing the 
capital floating into £1 Preference and Is. 
Ordinary shares, with the result that by a 
small outlay themselves they and their friends 
could control the company by the Ordinary 
shares. He held that the persons who paid the 
piper should call the tune, and he held that 
the Ils. Ordinary share was not a sound 
method of company finance. 

Viscount Charlemont, Leader of the House. 
said that he thought that Major Dobbs had 
not given sufficient reasons for making all 
Shares of the same face value. There was 
no justification for placing such restrictions 
upon companies, and the Government could 
not accept the amendment. 

It was by leave withdrawn. 

THE RESIGNATION OF DIRECTORS. 
Major Dobbs moved a further amendment 
providing that shareholders should be notified 
of the resignation of a director. 

At present, he said, shareholders who 
might keep their money in a particular com- 
pany provided that certain directors remained 
on the Board had no means of knowing if 
those directors resigned, and in many cases 
did not find out for eight or twelve months 
after the event. 

Viscount Charlemont said that the amend. 
ment would involve considerable expense and 
labour to companies, and the Government 
could not accept it. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 
COMPANY'S NAME AND INCORPORA- 
TION, 

Mr. T. J. Campbgll, K.C., said that in 
Clause 94, Section 5, it was required that all 
companies should conspicuously show on their 
mw of business, and upon their billheads, 
etter paper, and official advertisements and 
publications, the name of the company, and 
the country in which it is incorporated, 
unless such company is incorporated in 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland. 
He moved an amendment that the 
exception should also include the Irish Free 
State companies. 

He pointed out that, under the Company 
Consolidation Act of the British Parliament, 
Northern Ireland companies were compelled 
to do exactly what this bill required foreign 
companies to do. Any SBeliast or Derry 
company with a place of business in England 
had to state that it was incorporated in 
Northern Ireland on its letter headings and 
other business stationery. Free State com. 
panies had to state that they were incorpo 
rated in the Irish Free State. Ulster and 
Free State companies were placed in the 
same category, and were treated in the same 
way as foreign companies under the British 
Companies Act of 1929. Northern Ireland 
got no reciprocity in this matter. When they 
were putting English and Scotch companies 
with premises in Northern Ireland in the 
same position as Northern Ireland companies 
there was no obligation on them to show 
their country of origin, but while the bill 
freed companies in Great Britain from this 
gbligation it fixed the obligation upon Free 
State companies. 


EFFECT OF THE AMENDMENT. | 
He did not see any logic or reason for 
differentiating between the British and Free 
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State companies; for, after all, the Free State 
was part of Ireland. On the second reading 
ho (Mr. Campbell) declared that this was a 
pin-prick to the Free State, and Viscount 
Charlemont. the leader of the House, said 
that it was not, but that Northern Ireland 
was part of the United Kingdom and the 
Free State was not. When the leader of the 
House made that statement he probably had 
not before him the British Act of 1929, which 
made a distinction between Northern Ireland 
and British companies.

“ MAN-STEALING ” CASE 
IN SOUTH AFRICA.

LIGHT SENTENCES. 


From Reuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
WINDHOEK, Wednesday. 

Summing up to-day in the so-called 
‘man-stealing ” case, in which three 
young Europeans are charged with having 
attacked a bushmen’s kraa! last December, 
with setting fire to the huts and driving 
bushmen to various farms, where they 
were compelled to work for the farmers, 
the judge said that it was quite clear the 
accused had, in fact, attacked a bushman 
settlement, fired shots in the hope of 
frightening the bushmen, and then driv- 
ing them in front of them by means of 
force. The evidence showed that the 
accused had been guilty of assault. and 
this treatment could not be tolerated. It 
was the first case of such a nature which 
had come before the Court, but in view of 
the youthfulness of the accused he imposed 
a fine of £5, or alternatively fourteen days’ 
imprisonment.

|for the arrangement with Mr. Lloyd 
George and his handful of Liberals, the 
Government undoubtedly would have been 
defeated. Its policy in respect of unem- 
ployment has been a failure, and the 
millions who are depending on its promises 
are leaning on a broken feed. - 

During last night’s debate Mr, Stanley 
Baldwin stated bluntly that nothing less 
drastic than a policy of “ safeguarding ”’ 
could serve to reduce unemployment. 
Public opinion in Great Britain is 
changing rapidly in this respect. Hitherto 
free trade has been a kind of fetish, 
and the cry of a ‘‘ free breakfast table ”’ 
has been one of the most potent factors 
in general elections, During the last few 
years, however, the industrial popula- 
tion of Great Britain has seen the 
country’s factories closing down, week 
after week, under a policy of free trade, 
while protected countries have been 
flourishing. It is safe to say that almost 
the only industries in England that are 
holding their own against foreign com- 
petition are those protected by the “‘ safe- 
guarding ' duties which were imposed, 
not by any Tory Administration, but by 
Mr. Lloyd George himself, who is one of 
the apostles of unadulterated free trade. 
Mr. Snowden has declared that he will 
remove these duties at the first favour- 
able opportunity, thus pronouncing a 
suspended sentence of death on some of 
the concerns in the 
country. The lace-workers of Nottingham, 
one of the British 
industry, have returned their verdict. 
Taken in conjunction with the recent

defeat of a strong Labour candidate at 
Fulham, the Conservative’s victory yester- 
day is most significant. There seems to 
be very little doubt that Mr. Snowden has 
ridden the Cobdenite horse to death. 

If Great Britain adopts protection, some 
measure of Empire free trade will be an 
inevitable corollary. Of all the members 
of the British Commonwealth the Irish 
Free State stands to gain most heavily by 
the adoption of this policy, “sd .ggest 
that Mr. Cosgrave’s Government ought ‘o 
devote some serious thought to its possi- 
bilities. At present a cargo of German 
Oats is being discharged in Dublin, and 
we understand that further cargoes are ex- 
pected. These oats can be sold more 
cheaply in Ireland than native produce, 
rnment_ subsi- 
dises their export to the tune of some 8s. 
a barrel, while Irish oats can command 
only lls. 6d. a barrel. We are opposed 
strongly to tariffs in so far as they are 
directed against British goods which can- 
not be manufactured cheaply and 
efficiently in the Free State ; but we see no 
reason why German oats should be allowed 
to compete unfairly against home produce 
when there actually is over-production of 
oats in the Saorstdt, Is this condition ot 
affairs one of the results of the new 
commercial treaty between Dublin and 
Berlin? Here, surely, is one of those rare 
cases in which a stiff tariff would be justi- 
fied. Under a properly devised system of 
Empire Free Trade such anomalies would 
be impossible. The Free State farmer 
would have a protected market at home 
for those commodities which he can pro- 
duce, and a guaranteed market in Great 
Britain for his surplus. Empire Free 
Trade would make his >rtune. By re- 
moval of the existing tariffs, or most of 
them, it would reduce the cost of living, 
and by its beneficial effect on the labour 
market in Great Britain it would stimu- 
late the demand for Free State goods, 


Capital Punishment. 


Judge Cavanaugh, of Chicago, gave 
startling evidence yesterday at the House 
of Commons before the Special Committee 
on Capital Punishment. He cited the 
case of a resident in Iowa, where there 
is a death penalty for murder, who 
killed his wife in Wisconsin, where 
the extreme punishment is penal 
servitude for life, and afterwards 
confessed to the Sheriff that he 
had come to Wisconsin for this reason 
alone. It has been claimed that capital 
punishment for murder is defensible only 
if it is a deterrent. ‘‘ Humanitarians’”’ 
and other faddists have fastened on 
this not unsound thesis, and have 
twisted it to suit their own tortuous 
opinions. They claim that many murderers 
committed their crimes with a full 
knowledge of the fate that awaited 
them if they were caught, and argue 
therefrom that the knowledge did not 
deter. Such arguments, of course, are 
special pleading, because they take no 
account of many others who would have 
Killed if a spectral noose had not been 
dangling before their eyes. Here again 
we may quote Judge Cavanaugh, who said 
that in 1920 the execution of fourteen 
assassins in Chicago caused an immediate 
drop in the murder rate from 308 to 109, 
There is a further aspect of this question 
that is never stressed and seldom mentioned. 
Although we may deplore the fact, man- 
kind, when inadequately protected by 
society, is prone to thoughts of private 


vengeance. To-day a sentence of penal 
servitude for life usually is a sentence for 
about twenty years, and, if we may believe 
the signs of the times, this period is likely 
to diminish rather than to increase. Thus 
we may wonder if the non-existence of 
the death penalty ultimately might not 
stimulate bereaved friends and relations 
of the victim to lawless action, Already 
in the United States the various gangs of 
the under-world have embarked upon a 
vendetta, which, if less picturesque, 
probably is more extensive than the 
vendetta in Corsica. The immediate danger 
arising from the abolition of capital 
punishment is that such a course would 
be an invitation to every burglar to carry 
a gun, while at present in these islands 
the armed thief is an exception. Generally,

Recruiting and the Dole, 


Not content with the crippling of 
industry, the fostering of idleness and the 
discot “agement of decent habits, the dole 
has turned its baneful influence upon the 
British Army. On Tuesday, in the House 
of Commons, the Secretary for War said 
that there had been a decrease in the 
number of Army recruits during the past 
five months, in comparison with the same 
period last year. He ‘‘ regretted that the 
position could not be regarded as satis- 
factory,” but offered no explanation of 
the decline. There are, no doubt, several 
causes. ‘‘ Pacifists ’’ and visionaries have 
decried, and war novelists have vilified, 
the spirit that once inspired youth with 
a certain respect for the higher virtues. 
Many are deterred by gloomy prognosti- 
cations of the next war’s horrors, and 

ome, no doubt have a genuine hatred 

f combat. Yet we believe that the 
subsidising of inactivity is most blame- 
worthy. It is a natural, if unworthy, 
trait of human nature to seek money for 
nothing; and who, without the higher 
impulse of ambition, would wish to suffer 
the hardships of a soldier’s lot when he 
might batten peacefully on other men’s 
earnings? Once the Army, offering to 
youth an honourable career—perhaps, in 
spite of “ pacifists,’’ the most honourable 
of careers—was able to count upon a 
steady flow of recruits. It still offers not 
only that career, but opportunity to learn 
useful trades and to become a sound 
citizen. The trades, however, are un- 
popular ; citizenship is at a discount, and 
the Army has nothing left to «ter. The 
spiritual and social lessons which a 
military. training inculcates are a small 
allurement in comparison with subsidised

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Forgotten Fame. 


Southern and Northern Irishmen alike 
congratulate themselves on a certain 
reverence for the persons who have done 
honour to the country’s history. That 
spirit has been reflected during recent 
years in the care which the two Govern- 
ments have bestowed on places that recall 
the memory of the great. Sometimes, how- 
ever, private or local interests stand in 
the way, and historic sites are sacrificed 
to the demands of convenience. Yesterday 
a question addressed to Viscount Charle- 
mont in the Northern Senate revealed 
that the ancient trees in the graveyard 
of Ballynure, County Antrim, had been 
felled, and that the graveyard had lost 
all its characteristics. The ruins of 
Ballynure Church have an especial 
interest. Swift often preached from its 
pulpit, and legend associates the great 
Dean with other ruins in the neighbour- 
hood. In this instance the Larne Rural 
District Council was able to provide 
opponents of the desecration with the 
sound excuse that the trees interfered with 
the proper use of the graveyard. The 
occasion is small and the associations with 
Swift are remote; fortunately, there are 
more intimate relics of Swift in Ireland. 
Yet this incident reminds us of the need 
to secure national monuments against 
accident or molestation in the future. 
Plato held that the souls of the evil 
lingered around the places where they 
died; and, perhaps, we may believe that 
the spirit of a great man clings more 
closely to the room where he was born 
than to marble and gilded monuments. 
Swift’s birthplace will fall to ruin some 
day unless precautions are taken, and the 
home of Goldsmith’s youth is, in its 
present decay, a stain upon the national

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. . 

Sim,—Your correspondent, ‘‘ Tit-Willow, 
in the letter you publish to-day, makes a 
strange mistake in confusing the Senate with 
the Dail; for it was the Senate that first 
proposed to give to his friends the tits the 
strictest form of protection, which the Dail 
now proposes in the case of two species (the 
great and blue tits) to reduce again to a 
comparatively mild form. It is, of course, 
quite a mistake to say that any bird has been 
‘shut out from proteetion’’ by any vote that 
has yet been taken in either the Senate or 
the Dail. The question in every case raised 
has been as to the degree of protection that 
should be given. - 

By Senator Brown's bill, as introduced, all 
birds were given protection against either 
slaughter or capture during close time, but 
with a proviso that owners or EE of 
land might, if they thought it advisable, 
authorise the destruction or taking on their 
own ground of any birds other than those 
included in a special list. This list, in the 
original draft, comprised about eighty birds 
that were supposed to need stricter protection 
than the rest. It did not include any of 
the tits. The Senate, however, while wel- 
coming the bill, regarded the list of specially 
protected birds as too small; for they added, 
at a stroke, some twenty other kinds, in- 
cluding all the tits. This shows how far they 
are from meriting the reproach ‘‘ Tit-Willow’’ 
hurls at them for being ‘‘at war with the 
tiny tit.” 

Even the Dail has not declared ‘‘ war with 
the tiny tit,” though it has moderated the 
Senate’s lavish grant by putting back two 
tits, the great and blue, into the less strictly 
protected class in which they stood in the 
original draft. In that class they have for 
companions a large number of still mme 
innocent birds—including the robin, wren, 
gold-crest, spotted flycatcher, and most of 
the warblers—which it was never propose: 
to put into the favoured “‘ first schedule,”’ 
but which no land-owner is thought likely 
to wish to kill. The coal tit, long-tailed tit, 
and (if he exists in Ireland) marsh tit are 
left by the Dail in the specially favoured 
place into which the Senate put them. 

I do not believe that the reduction of the 
great and blue tits (beautiful and engaging 
birds though they be) to the more ordinary 
and less strict form of protection during 
close time will do either of these birds any 
serious harm. Owners of gardens who see 
the tits eating the buds of their fruit-trees, 
picking a pear to pieces to get at the core, 
or catching and killing bees, can, if they 
wish it, destroy the offending birds—as they 
have always been free to do—without ary 
break of law, but we have abundant evi- 
dence that a very large number of them will 
refrain from doing so, partly from feelings 
of humanity (the sort condemned as “ senti- 
mental ’’), but also, very largely, from know- 
ledge that the services rendered by the t:t 
(especially the blue tit) in destruction of 
grubs, mites, and caterpillars must, in the 
course of the year, far more than atone for 
the damage that is occasionally inflicted, 
though this is often sufficiently real. I can- 
not, therefore, see that ‘‘ Tit-Willow’”’ has 
any serious grievance.—Yours, etc.,

DUBLIN HYMN FESTIVALS. 
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In the Church of Ireland fresh thought 
has been given lately to means by which 
people present, at Services may be induced 
to use the opportunities afforded for con- 
gregational singing. The Church Music 
Committee appointed two years ago by the 
Dublin Diocesan Synod, after holding a con- 
ference of organists, choirmasters and others 
interested in Church music, decided to 
organise Hymn Festivals. The first two of 
these festivals were held last night—one at 
North Strand Parish Church for fifteen 
parishes on the North side of Dublin, and 
the other at Monkstown Parish Church 
for a number of South Dublin parishes.

At the festivals held 
last night hymns of both kinds were sung 
with heartiness and expression under the 
guidance of experienced conductors. 

At North Strand, the hymn-sniging was 
conducted by Canon D. F. R. Wilson, M.A., 
who is Chairman of the Diocesan Church 
Music Committee. The Rev. J.

Parish), opened the festival with appropriate 
Collects, and other clergy, in the intervals 
of the hymn-singing, read selected psalms.

The Subsidy of School Children. 


One of the great difficulties connected 
with the Government’s bill raising the 
school-leaving age to fifteen is brought to 
light by the London County Council.

FRENCH BANK NOTES.

A DECEASED ARTIST'S 
SIGNATURE. 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Wednesday. 

In a judgment delivered to-day, the 
Paris Tribunal found for the executors of 
the late artist, M. Luc Olivier-Merson, in 
an action brought against the Bank of 
France. The plaintiffs claimed 1 franc 
damages, and an order for the elimination 
of the artist’s signature from a design of 
the bank’s 50-franc notes, on the ground 
that the note, as issued by the bank, was 
an imperfect reproduction of the artist’s 
work. Previously the plaintiffs had sought 
100,000 francs damages, but afterwards 
amended their claim to one of nominal 
damages and the erasure of the signature. 
A penalty of 10 francs was fixed for each 
infringement of this order. 
The Judge remarked that the bank had 
ordered a design from an artist of great 
talent, and: had paid him 30,000 francs— 
a considerable sum at the time.

CONSERVATIVES AND 
UNEMPLOYMENT. 
MR. BALDWIN’S 
MOTION. 


GOVERNMENT WINS 
ON DIVISION. 


From Our PaRLIAMENTARY 
CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

The Government's failure to solve the 
unemployment problem was the subject 
of Mr, Baldwin’s speech on his motion to 
reduce the salary of the Lord Privy Seal 
in the House of Commons to-day. He 
mentioned the Conservative victory at 
Nottingham, and said that the day was a 
particularly fitting one on which to survey 
the situation, The unemployment figures 
were very terrible, and they went directly 
in the teeth of every undertaking given by 
Labour at the general election. 

The complete failure of the Govern- 
ment’s programme was shown by what 
had recently happened, and what always 
happened when a Government got into 
difficulties—the resignation of a junior 
Minister. (Cheers and laughter). I will 
say no more about that, he added. It is 
a domestic concern. I have been a Prime 
Minister myself, and I know the difficul-

ties of these cases. It is, however, an in- 
chapter in the struggle which must go 
on in the Labour Party until one side or 
the other can assume superiority, and 
present the party as a*united party to the 
country. (Laughter. ) 

For the moment, Mr. Baldwin con- 
tinued, it only meant that a Minister had 
left the party of pledges unredeemed to 
join the back bench party of pledges un- 
redeemed. (Laughter. ) The struggle 
which was going on to-day was a struggle 
between men with their feet on the ground 
and men with their feet in the air. 
(Laughter. ) 

EFFECTS OF THE COAL BILL. 

Touching on the causes of unemploy- 
ment, Mr. Baldwin said that he believed 
that the Coal Bill had done a great deal 
of harm in destroying confidence among 
business men. At a time when every 
farthing in costs was a matter for 
grave consideration, the Government 
had light-heartedly passed a _ bill, 
theevery essence of which was that it would 
raise the price of coal. Coal-users in in- 
dustry had no idea how much more they 
would have to pay, and such uncertainty 
had in bad times a doubled effect. He 
thought also that public confidence had 
been undermined by uncertainty as to Mr. 
Snowden’s attitude in matters of finance. 
At one time Mr. Snowden spoke of the 
physological effects of taxation on indus- 
try, and at another he declared that taxa- 
tion ofglarge incomes was good for the 
State. The uncertainty created by these 
utterances was the worst thing for busi- 
ness. 

PLEA FOR SAFEGUARDING. 

The question for the Prime Minister 
and the Lord Privy Seal now was: what 
the Government should do in a situation 
far more difficult than that which obtained 
a year ago. He did not believe that any 

alliatives would meet the position. 
Nothing less drastic than safeguarding 
could, in his judgment, be successful. He 
believed that safeguarding would carry 
the country, by whomsoever it was brought 
forward. The facts were beginning to 
dawn on the British elector, and that was 
the reason for the remarkable victory at 
Nottingham. He hoped, for the sake of 
the country, that the Government would 
look at the signs of the times, and quit 
the position of intellectual pride that 
made people cling to old doctrines which 
others had abandoned. 

The position, he concluded, is too 
serious to be dealt with by panic. You 
have got to go on where the tide is flow- 
ing, and where the country will take you, 
whether you like it or not. You have to 
safeguard your own market, and develop 
the markets in your own Empire, which 
can be developed on the basis of safe- 
guarding at home. (Opposition cheers.) 


PREMIER’S REPLY. 


FAILURE ATTRIBUTED TO 
WORLD CAUSES. 

Mr, Ramsay Macdonald said that the 
greatest surprise in Mr, Baldwin's speech 
was when he sat down. (Laughter.) All 
that he said seemed to be an introduction 
to something he was going to say. Mr. 
Baldwin’s reference to the Coal Mines 
Bill showed once again that the Con- 
servative Party hoped to establish 
prosperity in this country on the evil 
industrial conditions of working miners. 
As for the Budget, Mr. Baldwim forgot to 
tell them that the greater part of the 
increase of taxation was necessitated by 
the fact that the Conservative Party had 
not paid its bills. He supposed that Mr. 
Baldwin's doctrine now was that the 
country ought to be allowed to live on 
low taxation, without meeting its debts. 

He congratulated Mr. Baldwin on his 
political victory at Nottingham, such as 
it was; but the figures showed nothing 
but the old experience of log-rolling, so 
firmly established in every protected 
country. Hon, members opposite said 
that the change was due to the advent of 
the present Government, but in all 
industrial countries similar to our own 
unemployment had increased enormously. 
That was not the result of the advent of 
a Labour Government. World causes had 
knocked the bottom out of prices, and 
every country dependent on export trade 
had suffered. Twelve months ago the 
problem was comparatively simple. It 
was a totally new problem now. 

The Lord Privy Seal had done an 
enormous amount of work in promoting 
schemes to relieve the existing situation. 
Schemes representing an outlay of 
£103,000,000 had been approved, to be 
brought into operation f-r the relief of

In the debate on the Naval Estimates 
in the Chamber to-day the Minister for 
Marine, Admiral Sirianni, stated that the 
estimates. amounted to 1,475,966,000 lire 
(about £15,500,000), being an increase of 
245,552,576 lire as compared with the 
previous year. 

The increase was due in part to increases 
in pay and to the spending of 192,820,000 
lire on reconstruction work. This last 
sum was fixed by the naval programme 
drawn up by the Council of Ministers in 
January, 1929—that was to say, long 
before the London Conference. In the 
present estimates 600,000,000 lire were set 
aside for new construction. 

THE LONDON CONFERENCE. 

Referring to the London Conference, 
Admiral Sirianni said: “ We desired and 
supported the effective reduction of naval 
armaments. The agreements that we hoped 
for were not attained, but the possibility 
of resuming negotiations still exists. The 
naval programme for this year does not 
modify this arrangement. The global 
tonnage of the naval programme of 1930 
does not show any great difference from 
that of 1929. 

“We have given preponderance to the 
submarines; for they form an important 


we should only have had _ thirty-two 
efficient submarines, with a total tonnage 
of 27,000. The others are already out 
of date, and it was necessary to replace 
them.”’ 
NEW CRUISERS. 

The other part of the programme, con- 
tinued the Minister, was constituted by 
a cruiser of the Zara type, two cruisers 
of 5,089 tons, and four destroyers of 1,240 
tons.

NO VIRTUE IN LOOSE 
THINKING. 


The Times to-day observes :—The 
Unionist victory at Nottingham has 
features which distinguish it sharply from 
its predecessor at Fulham. Mr. O’Connor 
and his party can claim to have won it, 
and won it handsomely, on their own 
arguments, and from their own resources. 
The successful candidate owes no obliga- 
tion this time to the journals on which the 
United Empire Party and the Empire 
Free Trade crusade depend. It is, of 
course, the expected verdict, and it can 
have no immediate impact upon the trade 
policy of the country, except, indeed, in 
so far as fiscal doctrinaires may take the 
warning henceforth to leave well alone. 
To last night’s debate in the House 
of Commons it necessarily contribut2d no- 
thing but a pardonable glow of confidence 
on the Unionist side. But, in any case, 
this particular discussion never promised 
anything in the way of argumentative 
novelty. 

In the long run, no doubt, proceeds 
The Temes, the painful contrasts which 
have induced Sir Oswald Mosley to with- 
draw from official life will—the thought 
has probably occurred to him—bring the 
Government down, but there is still a long 
enough period in which no such change is 
desirable or likely, and it is with this 
period that practical minds are bound to 
be concerned. If the Unionist Opposition 
were at this moment in office, they would 
be unable to apply their true remedies. In 
these circumstances, Mr. Macdonald 
speaks again of collaboration, extenuating 
the suggestion with an original and 
curious account of how, since his Govern- 
ment took office, the river of employment 
has changed its source, as well as over- 
flown its banks. No one has yet given a 
convincing explanation of this previously 
unobserved phenomenon, least of all the 
Prime Minister. Collaboration for such 
temporary purposes as he indicated yester- 
day requires neither this nor any apology. 


NO OBSTRUCTION. 

The House of Commons is not likely to 
tolerate obstruction in the way of reason- 
able schemes for reproductive employment ; 
but there is no virtue in loose thinkin 
about collaboration where } rinciple—an 
that still means, in spite of Mr. 
Macmillan, where party—is strictly in- 
volved. Parties cannot be expected to 
combine in nationalisiny the banks, in 
drenching the roads with money, or in 
safeguarding iron and steel. Yet the 
present House of Commons is not wholly 
debarred from fundamental remedies. 
What might be called a minimum trade 
policy is still discoverable within the 
political triangle. Mr. Snowden’s promise 
in his Budget speech might be the starting 
point for a general acknowledgment that 
anv further addition to taxation is a 
capital crime against British industry. 
There is no deep and serious difference 
about the urgency for industrial ration- 
alization, and, though our competitors 
have had the immense advantage of 
rationalising behind a tariff, there is still 
an opportunity here that can be exploited 
by common effort. Again, there is a new 
and undoubtedly significant movement on 
the part of the trade unions to set a new 
value on trade co-operation within the 
Empire, and this year brings priceless 
opportunities of putting vigour and reality 
into the new conception. A Government 
which goes to the Imperial Conference 
determined to match its needs with the 
needs of the Dominions will find more 
ways than one of interlocking them. Add 
to these the natural economic consequences 
of any achievement leading to peace, order 
and, above all, understanding in the East, 
and it cannot be said that the present 
House of Commons is necessarily paralysed 
for national service.

REYNOLDS PORTRAITS.

EDMUND BURKE PICTURE 
FOR DUBLIN. 

The Times of to-day learns that Miss 
Emily Drummond, who died at 18 Hyde 
Park Gardens on Sunday at the age of 92, 
has left her three portraits by Reynolds 
to the nation—namely, a portrait of Dr. 
Johnson (the only one of him without his 
wig) and a self-portrait of Sir Joshua to 
the National Gallery in London, and a 
portrait of Edmund Burke to Dublin. 

Of the three portraits by far the most 
important and valuable.is that of Edmund 
Burke. This is the Thrale portrait painted 
in 1773. At Mrs. Thrale’s (Mrs. Piozzi) 
sale in 1816 it was bought for 240 
guineas by Richard Sharp, known as 
‘‘Conversation’’ Sharp, who bequeathed 
it to his daughter, Mrs. Drum- 
mond, from | whom it passed to her

twe daughters, Mrs. Kay and Miss Emily 


Drummond, of 18 Hyde Park Gardens. It 
has frequently been exhibited and en- 
graved. . 

The portrait of Dr. Johnson is a replica 
of the one at Knowle. Even as a replica 
it is very interesting; for it belonged to 
Lady Thomond (Sir Joshua’s niece), and 
was bought at her sale in 1821 for 104 
guineas by Richard Sharp, and passe 
through the same owners as the last. 

The self-portrait by Sir Joshua was 
painted for Mr. Thrale about 1775, and 
was purchased for 122 guineas at the sale 
at Streatham Park in 1816 by Richard 
Sharp. All the three portraits are fully 
recorded in Graves’s and Cronin’s exhaus- 
tive work on Sir Joshua Reynolds.

‘‘Tt is at the root of your diminishing 
trade,” he said, “ and until you approach 
the matter from that angle there is going 
to be no hope for the Six Counties.” 


NEW TAXATION FOR NEW 
REVENUE. 

Mr. McNeill (Independent Unionist) 
said that there was a genuine note of 
alarm in the Minister’s speech of the pre- 
vious day, and there was no doubt that 
for the future they would have to look to 
new taxation for new revenue. Had the 
Government, when they took office in 1921, 
said: “ We are distinct from England, 
and we cannot afford to live on the same 
scale as England,’”’ he believed that the 
prosperity of the Six Counties would have 
been assured. 

He hoped that the grave warning of the 
Minister of Finance would be listened to 
by every public body in Northern Ireland. 


VISCOUNT CRAIGAVON. 


The Prime Minister said that an 
economic disaster for the province had 
been pictured, which was quite uncalled 
for. With reference to the last speaker's 
suggestion, that the Government should 
have somehow reduced their standard of 
social services, he would remind him that 
when the 1920 Act was accepted it was 
accepted under grave protest by them, and 
only on the distinct understanding that 
the social services of Northern Ireland 
should not suffer because they obliged the 
British Government at the time by accept- 
ing a settlement of the Irish question that 
they themselves did not want. Why should 
the Ulster working man or woman have 
any less benefits than the working man on 
the other side? That was a suggestion 
which he could not entertain for a 
moment. It would be a very sad day for 
them if at any time it became known that 
it was better to work on the Clyde or Tyne- 
side than in Ulster. 

“ There is no necessity whatever for 
alarm,” he said. “ We have paid ‘our 
way; all the money on which we ran 
Ulster for the past nine years has been 
Ulster money. We have not required to 
borrow money to carry on or to receive 
grants except in regard to unemployment 
insurance, the arrangement of which in 
1920 was no fault of ours.”’

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DISINTEGRATION OF 
CONCRETE. 


Ic - €—— 


There is no doubt that cases have ocgurred 
of disintegration of Portland cement in ser- 
vice, and a number of investigators and ex- 
perimenters have been inquiring into its 
nature, causes and effects, and inte metheds 
whereby it can be prevented. The work of 
these engineers has been summarised and re- 
viewed, and it appears that the most common 
causes of conerete decay are the presence or 
effect of acids, weathering, presence of sul- 
phates and chlorides, and certain alkalis. 

The acid action is usually due to ground 
water containing humic acids, the oxidation 
of iron sulphides, and the presence of hydro- 
gen sulphide. Weathering is usually due to 
faulty workmanship. and disregard of the 
furdamental standards for materials and 
practice; the sulphates generally are due to 
sea water, and the alkalis are due, in the 
first place, to chemical reactions between 
cement and sulphate salts in solution in 
ground waters. 

The following precautions are recom- 
mended for adoption in the preparation of 
coperete which, there is reason to think, may 
he exposed to the action of alkaline salts in 
the soil or in ground water, The cement used 
should be of the highest quality and of tested. 
high resistivity, whilst the aggregates used 
should he sound, durable, well-graded and 
combined so as to yield the highest possible 
weight per cubic foot. 

The cement content should not be spared, 
nor should it, on the other hand, be over- 
done, but what is technically known as a 
“rich mix’’ should be prepared. Care should 
be taken not to add too much water, only 
sufficient to make the cement into a plastic 
consistency with a slump not exceeding Sin. 
being used, 

Curing should be carried out slowly, and 
the surface of the concrete kept thoroughly 
damp during the process, hut care should 
he taken to see that this damping is with 
perfectly clean water and that suspected 
ground water should not be allowed to come 
into contact with the concrete until i, has 
thoroughly hardened, and it should be pro- 
tected against any running waier in the soil 
in which it is laid. 

Concrete products and pre-cast concrete 
work should be cured in steam at a tempera- 
ture which should not be allowed to fall 
below 100 . Cent., and in the ease of con- 
crete stractures adequate drainage should be 
arranged for outside and below the lowest 
members of the structure.

SIR R. HORNE SCORES, 

Sir Rohert Horne intervened in the debate 
to call attention to the attack made by the 
Chancellor during the. second reading of the 
Finance Bill upq certain steel companies, 
charging them with spending all their profits 
on dividends instead of placing sums to 
reserve for the purposes of reconstruction, He 
accused the Chancellor of giving figures which 
were entirely inaccurate and said that the 
companies he had mentioned paid much lower 
dividends than the figures quoted, If, said Sir 
Robert, anyone had made such “statements 
outside the House, the Law Courts would have 
dealt with him. 

Mr. Snowden, in reply, said. that he had 
obtained his ficures from a well-known 
publication, which gave the highest and lowest 
quotations on the Stock Exchange for a period 
of three vears, and the dividends paid in each 
year. Since then his attention had been 
called to the inaccuracy of these figures, and 
on investigation he found that they were 
quite misleading and incorrect.. He regretted 
his mistake, and he was grateful to Sir 
Robert Horne for giving him the opportunity 
of making the correction as publicly as he 
made the original statement. 


SIR OSWALD 
MOSLEY'S CASE.

WHY HE RESIGNED THE 
DUCHY. 

Then came Sir Oswald Mosley, whose ex- 
planation of the reasons which had induced 
him to hand in his resicnation as Chancellor 
of the Duchy was listened to with the 
deepest interest. No one, he said, could hold 
the Government responsible for the world 
conditions which had led to the large increase 
in the number of the unemployed, but his 
view was that the more serious the situation, 
the greater was the necessity for action by 
the Government. The world situation should 
be a spur to doing more, rather than an ex- 
euse for doing less. The first issue between 
himself and the Government was purely ad- 
ministrative, He did not think that the 
administrative machine was efficient, and he 
suggested that it was not of a nature capable 
of grappling with the problem. The initia- 
tive came from departments, and not from 

Ministers. 

He had suggested a central organisation. 
armed with am adequate research and 
economic advisory department, on the one 
hand, linked to. an executive machine of 
twelve higher officials, on the other hand. 
who should operate under the direct control 
of the Prime Minister, himself. He admitted 
that his scheme was a complicated one, and 
he Was told that te carry such an organisa- 
tion into effect would mean a revolution in 
the machinery of Government, Well, he 
might be wrong, or. he might. be right, but 
ho. never for @ moment thought that the 
problem could be grappled with without a 
revolution in the machinery of government, 
The Government had pinned its hopes upon 
rationalisation, but though hé had always 
held the view that rationalisation was neces- 
sary and inevitable, he did not think that 
rationalisation in itself would solve the un- 
employment problem. 


A DANGEROUS ILLUSION. 
Then he considered that it was an illusion, 
and a dangerous illusion, to hope for a 
recovery of our position through an extension 
of our export trade, Intensified competition 
all ever the world made it more and more 
impossible that we could again build up the 
unique position we once held. It was to the 
home market that we must look for a solution. 
How could that be done ? The Conservatives 
were constantly telling them that Cobden was 
dead, too often forgetting that the opponents 
of Cobden were dead also. ewe. shee 
Laissez Paire and Protection were irrelevant 
io modern world conditions, and he was 
driven to the conclusion that the system 
which the British Imports Control Board bad 
long adopted, and which was the policy eof 
the Labour Party in the sphere of agriculture, 
was the only means by which the facts of the 
modern situation could be met. It had been 
estimated that half a million men could be 
placed on the land by the exercise of that 
policy. ‘That policy, in his opinion, could be 
extended to other trades. Any attempt to 
deal with the unemployment problem by an 
intensification of our export trade was doomed 
ta failure. Further, he said that the machinery 
for dealing with unemployment should be im 
the hands of the Government, and not in the 
hands of the banks. ‘The Bank of England 
was not equipped tor the task of reorganising 
industry. ke described the Government s 
programme as inefficient, and doubted 
whether it would provide work for more than 


100,900 men.

FOUR MAIN POINTS. 


Mr. Churchill said that, leaving ‘out pallia- 
tives, there were four main processes for 
stimulating a revival of industry :—(1) A 
great loan, to be spent in public works; (2) 
the manipulation of currency; (5) protection, 
or safeguarding. or a combination of both; 
and (4) veducing the burdens on trade and 
industry—not only tax burdens, but transport 
and distribution burdens.

HOW AUSTRALIA MAY BECOME 


SUPREME. 


(BY “ PATSY ' HENDREN,) 
i re are our young cricketers!’’ That 
may be the general cry unless the end of the 
present cricket season comes along. 
” It will depend upon how we have fared in 
the Tests, All of us to-day have an eye upon 
the youngsters, We all know their worth and 
how invaluable ta may be before the Austra- 
lians go home next September. But I am not 

imistic about this season. I have con- 
idence that we rhall hold our own. We 
have players to call upon who can, and will, 
give the Australians the fight they want. 

My concern is of the more distant future. 
What may we expect five years hence, when 
the Australians come to this country next 
tune? 

You who study the game and the men who 
play it will have your own opinions and do 
not need mine; yet, looking ahead as I am. 
the future does not appear rosy. That, I 

nt you, is a serious statement to make, but 
We 
have always been the same, yet men have 
arisen to carry on the good work, and pro- 
bably they will do so again, What worries 
me is that if they do rise chance will be 
more to blame than design ! 

BEFORE A’BECKETT WAS KNOWN, 

_ 1 have spent some winters in Australia act- 
ing as a coach to one of the States. 
Never in the whole of my cricketing 
career have I had such an awakening as 
that which came when I first arrived there 
to take up my duties. Australia may be 
concerned about t.-day, but to-morrow is 
never. forgotten by them. The care and 
attention which is given to finding young 
cricketers and bringing them on in the right 
way is an education and a lesson to be 
learned by England. 

When I came back from Australia last year 
I was asked an interesting question : “ Which 
country has the most promising young 
talent ?’’ 

I can answer that qnestion in two ways. 
If the question was meant from a general 
point of view, then England can claim best, 
but if behind the asker’s mind there was the 
matter of Test cricket, big cricket of any 
kind, then, undoubtedly, Australia wins. 
Australia to-day is searching for boys whu 
will be ready to meet England in 1935, That 
is not exaggeration, it is cold, hard fact. |! 
have no official] intimation of this; I merely 
know. from experience. 

Let me give you one instance. When I 
went as coach to South Australia two winters 
ago. I had a player about whom no one in 
England had heard. His name was 
A'Beckett. He is in the present tuurng 
team. He was not a Test cricketer then 
but the promise was there, and slowly he 
ga being matured with an eye upon future 

ests. s 
SCHOOLBOY CRICKETERS WATCHED. 

In Australia they do not seorn the school- 
boy cricketer, or what we should term the 
local cricketer. They do not wait for 
reports of phenomenal feats before they take 
notice. The Australians, in all States, are 
searching for talent, and they start at the 
very bottom, with the boys. 

Once their eyes have caught sight of a 
promising player, no matter how crude 
we may seem, they never look sway 
until that player is proven one way 
or another. Slowly he is built 
up through the varying grades until he 
reaches his pinnacle. 

We have got to do the same. 
different in England. The county game 
comes first, but the need for young blood is 
no less acute, and the dennis for first-class 
cricketers is great. But to wait for them 
to pop up like diamonds in some unsuspected 
place is asking for, trouble. We have got to 
dig them out, and then cut and polish them. 

Cricket is played on every heath, in every 
village and big town, and there are county 
players in almost every place—if you can find 

rem. 

lf you asked every professional cricketer 
how he entered the game, I am certain that 
a good percentage—I nearly said fifty per 
eent.—would tell you it was accident. ere 
are a few counties who go out into the by- 
ways and slowly coach on the men they find: 
those are the counties who do best. Apply 
your knowledge of the game, and you will 
agree that I am right. 

MISERY OF OUR NURSERIES. 

Now come with me behind the scenes of 
most county grounds, where they have what 
are commonly called nurseries. There we 
find a ground staff composed of cricketers 
who hope to.get on. There is no more heart- 
breaking job. Do they get any coaching’? 
Are they shown the right and wrong way of 
doing things, and are they watched for develop- 
ment? These questions can only be answered 
in the affirmative by a few counties. Too 
often it is a case of bowling at the nets day 
in and day out, and the chance to make good 
in some instances never comes. 

[ have never ceased to bless the fact that 
I have a brother older than myself. He was 
a county player, and still plays as a pro- 
fessional in the North of England. He 
coached me; he took care that I progressed. 
and on the right lines. I was not allowed 
fo stagnate or become slack, The fact that 
I was a bowler did not affect him. I had to 
practise batting, to cultivate speed in the 
field, and where should I have been with- 
out him? 

As a hov at Lord’s T was a bowler. I was 
taken on the ground staff as a bowler. and 
only becanse I was compelled by my brother 
to keep on pegeing away with the bat did J 
develop that side of the game. 

What should I have done as a bowler? 
Natural modesty compels me to refrain from 
answering my question, but I know what you 
think—end vou are probably right. What- 
ever success | have gained has been as a bats- 
man and fielder. The fact that I had some 
talent this way might never have been dis- 
covered had I not had a brother to help me. 


STARS WHO STRUGGLED. 

Jack Hearne could tell you how he had to 
Struggle and the disappointments that came 
his way, Jack Durston, a very fine fast 
bowler ‘(better than most people imagine), 
owes nothing to anybody but himself. For 
days, weeks, months and almost seasons he 
practised alone, bowling with any old ball, 
though often he had a dozen or two. He knew 
that length was imperative and that speed 
alone was useless. He made a spot and 
bowled at it until he gained accuracy. No 
coaching, just personal persistence. 

These things are all very well. They make 
very nice stories to tell and are the joy of 
interviewers, but they should not be there te 
tell. You only get the best of anything by 
finding the raw material and moulding it to 
the design you want. Believe me, this is the 
secret of Australia’s success, and slowly it is 
growing in England. 

Bot it must grow much more,

that cannot he cured 
too old, that half of these men are no use to 
the big game. 

_ Get them voung, when thev can be trainen 
in goed habits, and: you have solved the 
problem of finding new bleed-—that is, if von 
slowly carry them along to the end. England 
is full of cricketers, but, like everything else, 
the hest can only be obtained by going and

NOT LIKELY TO BE DISQUALIFIED. 

I have good reason for stating that The 

Bastard is not likely to be disqualified, but 
the point is a very interesting one. 
Whip is an archaic survival, and the holder of 
it can be challenged to run for it. When 
Lord Rosebery challenged no one made stakes, 
and therefore there was no money won when 
his *tolt walked over. The Whip itself has 
no intrinsic value. I believe I am right in 
saying, though I cannot check the reference, 
that the last holder of the trophy was 
Clarence Hatry.

TWENTY-THRE: STAND THEIR 


GROUND FOR CHIEF CLASSIC, 

The Derby acceptances, which were 
published yesterday, indickte that there will 
not be a record field for the race this year, 
as there are only twenty-three acceptors, 


which is three less than the number that 


faced the starter last year, when Trigo was 
successful. Although most of the ‘‘ impos- 
sibles’’ have been taken out, there are still 
one or two left in who are between 2st. and 
Sst. below classic form; but there are no 
surprises where the fancied division is con- 
cerned, and all the horses which were quoted 
in the club betting call-over last Monday 
have duly accepted. 

There are one or two stables with more 
than one representative, and J. Lawson, the 
Manton trainer, is responsible for three in 
different ownership, these being Mr. A. R. 
Cox's Sea Rover, Lord Astor's Trews—who 
runs in preference to Writ—and Mr. Somer- 
ville Tattersall’s Iliad, who has accepted 
instead of Meredith. H.H. Aga Khan has 
two strings to his bow, Rustom Pasha and 
Blenheim, and both will run. M. Beary, the 
stable jockey, rides Rustom Pasha, who is 
expected to prove the better, and he is a 
sound second favourite for the race. 

Lord Woolavington has left in both Dick 
Swiveller and Parenthesis, but only one of 
them will be saddled, and, although a final 
decision will not be made until the week-end, 
it 15 expected that Parenthesis will be the 
selected. 

Lord Glanely has left in both Grand Salute 
and Lansdowne, and, in view of the fact. that 
when he ran two in the Derby of 1919 Grand 
Parade, the lesser fancied of the pair, was 
successful, whereas Dominion, ridden by the 
stable jockey, was unplaced, it is probable 
that both will run. 

Leach, junior, is relying upon Parthenon 
instead of Casserole, but, as he has not yet 
been even placed in any of his races, he has 
a similar chance to that of Adlon, who 
recently won a moderate maiden plate at 
Alexandra Park, after making a poor 
display in the race won by Strongbow 
at Newbury last month.

Christopher Robin, winner of the Green- 
ham Plate, has been taken out in favour 
of Strongbow, who disappointed in the Two 
Thousand Guineas. Strongbow ran in the 
Irish Two Thousand Guineas yesterday 
afternoon. He was backed down to 
favouritism, but did not finish in the first 
three, and it has now been decided that he 
will not be saddled for the Derby. 

The American colt, The Scout TI., is to 
take his chance, following his smart success 
in the Newmarket Stakes last week, when, 
amongst those he defeated were Sea Rover, 
Christopher Robin, Writ, and Ut Majeur. 
Tetragem, who is still a maiden after seven 
attempts in moderate company, but there is 
much more to like about Noble Star, who, 
although having contested a selling plate 
Jate last year, and having been bought in 
for 280 guineas, came into favour last week 
as a ‘‘classic’’ aspirant, as the result of a 
runaway victory in the Home-Bred Cup at 
Gatwick. 

Diolite, of course, is an acceptor, and it 
seems very probable that he will retain his 
favouritism right up to the “off.” He was 
the most brilliant juvenile seen out last 
season, and early this month he demonstrated 
that he had still retained his juvenile merit 
by a comfortable victory in the Two 
Thousand Guineas.

RYDE REGATTA. 


The first of the special races for the big- 
class aa was sailed yesterday at Ryde in 
a light westerly to south-westerly breeze. 
The Royal ‘Thames Yacht Club had provided 
a fine programme, and some good racing was 
witnessed. Shamrock V., Sir Thomas 
Lipton’s America Cup challenger, was for 
the first time placed on the scratch mark— 
the matter of her time allowance had been 
reconsidered in accordance with Sir Thomas’s 
request. Had she still been in receipt of her 
handicap allowance, Shamrock V. would have 
won comfortably, but after a splendid race 
over a special course, during which the chal- 
lenger and Lulworth were in close company 
for the greater part of the time, the last- 
named just headed her before the finish, and 
won by the narrow margin of 14 secs. Sham- 
rock, however, secured second prize. 

In the race for yachts exceeding 21 metres 
Britannia (the King), Lulworth (A. Paton), 
White Heather (Lord Waring), and Shamrock 
(Sir stshomas Lipton) were scratch boats, 
having to allow Candida (H. Andrae) 3 mins. 
24 secs. and Cambria (Lord Camrose) 4 mins. 
49 secs. over tae 34-mile course. Candida 
was first away when the starting gun went 
at 10.50. She was followed by White 
Heather and Cambria and the green cutter, 
which were practically level, then Lulworth 
and Britannia. Spinnakers were set as they 
ran to the forts towards the Warner Light- 
ship, where Shamrock led Lulworth by 6 
mins., with White Heather a further 1 min. 
7 secs, further astern. Cambria, Candida 
and Britannia followed in that order.
